With Prci>lley's "I H:ivo Bern 
Here Bcioi"c" llic Player's Club 
h.H5 quite suddenly shown itself 
to be iMp.'ible of not only digest- 
ing and luindling good str.-tight 
drain.<i, but of very .-ibly "dish- 
ing it out" as well. Tlie cast is 
a small one, and is distinguished 
by thai as well .ss by the fact 
tliat it is uniformly and without 
exception good. 

In the highest momcnls of the 
play, notably in the dialogues of 
GoerUer and Ormund. portrayed by 
Leonard Griffith and Peter Hessey- 
White respectively, this rex-iewer 
feels £sfe in saying that he has 
never seen better acting in Mont- 
real, and certainly ■u€ver>-on --the 
stage of Moyse Hall. It is finished 
and safe, not troubled by the un- 
certainty of the average a.T.atcur 
performance, and the fact that both 
of these actors were playing the 
parts of older nten and were sW.) 
that convmc-ng i£ a feather in their 
hats aï well as that of John Mellor 
the producer. 

Caught by Play. 

Whether or not one agrees with 
Priestly's time fantasies, one can- 
not help but be caught by them, 
and interes'ued in them — there is 
an aura about his plays which, 
though one may penetrate it with 
reason on further inspection (and 
then again one may not), it is 
catching and enveloping. The single 
set contrives to let aura be aura. 
gi\'ing the needed hominess and se- 
curity to pin this tantalizi.^g play 
down to earth and the mw>r£ on 
which it lakes place. Tne plot is 
closely woven, as are the fates of 
the characters, the motif on which 
the play is built, and the local col- 
or of the innkeeper and his daugh- 
ter arc inserted into the plot with 
'.he dcxltrily only a veicraij play- 
wright could shoiv. It is a myilcri- 
ous and even mystic play, and cer- 
tainly the idea keeps coming back 
lo one, haunting in much the same 
I way that the past-future of the 
i characters themselves. 

Well Directed. 

The extremely able cast was pull- 
ed together largely by the neat di- 
recting plus the able acting of Dr. 
Goertler, whose experiment the 
drama really is. Ormund (ulias 
Peter Hesscy-V/hite^ is the tower 
on wii'jm tlic otiicrs are dciJtiident, 
and it it hit fate which more or ictt 
automatically decides theirs, if 
these two parts had been 'less well 
handled, the play could have fiz- 
zled in shorter order than it takes 
to think how to spell fi/.zle . . .

Mr, Beaudet certainly arose 
to the occasion h-.d achieved nolablc vrsu'.l.^ 
from the Orche^trs :Uflf in a fine performance 
of Smctana's "The Moldau , mif of six ^.^m- 
phonic poomt which Smeiana wrote depictmg 
scenee and incidents of his nati\-e country.

After the intermission Douglas Clarke as- 
sumed the leadership of the orchestra for the 
remaining half of the program. At his main 
feature, Mr. Clarke chose Weinberger's Varia- 
ti?<ns and fugue on the old English tune "Under 
the Spreading Chestnut Tree". Although Mr.

iieaicd. nor were their demonstrations in vain.

Aircraft design — and more par- 
ticularly glider and sailplane de- 
sign—came up on the carpet at thé 
last meeting and were covered wifh 
some thoroughness. We have learn- 
ed that there are quite a few im- 
portant differences in glider and 
sailplane design as opposed to pow- 
ered aircraft. One of these, which 
is apparent to the eye of the most 
casual beholder, is the superb aero- 
dynamic perfection of the high-per- 
formance sailplane. However care- 
fully designed the powered craft 
has a problem with which to con- 
tend which cannot ever be forgot- 
ten or successfully obviated, and 
that is the disposal of the motor or 
motors. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

The power plant is admitted- 
ly one of the major headaches 
of the airplane designer. When 
he chooses an engine with loo 
much oomph it pulls the wings 
off or else breaks free of the 
machine and starts out on its 
own; when he chooses one loo 
low-powered he finds that the 
machine refuses to take oft and 
crashes through the airport 
fence and into Uncle Ezra's 
prize cow, or else he does gel 
off the ground and finds Uncle 
Ezra's domesticated and un- 
aerodynamic hens passing him 
like smoke and signalling him 
to come on. This is highly un- 
satitfactory. 

<• <f ❖ 
Then we take a look at the fran- 
tic efforts of the designer to get the 
motor or motors out of the way of 
the pilot and the airstream. Of 
course all he wants from tihe thing 
is its power, and its bulk and 
weight are both very undesirable. 
For some time Wright and the early 
Ëoys suspended the motor up in the 
rigging somewhere, imtil some 
bright soul found that they could 
get along witiioul the rigging. Then 
tliey put it in tlic nose of the fuse- 
lage or split the fuselage behind the 
pilot and stuck the motor In be- 
tween the two çomponents. Then 
they decided th^t they could plough 
through the ozone a little faster or 
carry more weight if they had two 
motors, so tiiey balanced them by 
sticking one out on each wing. Still 
highly imsatisfactory, 

<> ♦ 
Then they found that cylin- 
ders and radiators and things 
sticking oui in the evening 
bieeM slowed them down a 
good deal— and besides they 
didn't look nice— and from that 
day a feverish movement has 
been in progress to fool the on- 
looker and the almosptiere into 
i>tlicviiig tliilt there really isn't 
any motor in the tilings. They 
tuck them into the undercar- 
riage, or the nose of the plane, 
or they build fancy nacelles in 
Uic v.iiigb to keep thcin out of 
sighl. and tiicij Ihcy carefully 
avoid lookiiig ai ciic-m to as to 
divert attention. Wc hear they 
even put the motor behind the 
Mat of « recenlly designed 
American pursuit ship. They 
cl|im it improves performance, 
but we tiii,pect th^l it is an ef- 
fort to fool the pilot into think- 
ing it isn't there.
